Above the casket? which was almost 
completely covered with multl- 
coloured cut flowers, hung four large 
wreaths from the Shanghai Municipal 
Orchestra. Russian Ballet, Soviet 
Community of Shanghai and Freda 
and the U.S. Marine Band. Many 
cther flowers were received from 
friends, 

The deceased was for several 
years singing in the Grand Opera 
of U.S.S.R. and was professor of 
{voice in the National Conservatory 
cf China here. On the eve of her 
death she was planning to return 
to Russia and re-enter opera at the 
earhest possible time. Shanghai au- 
"'diences heard her sing for the last 
time in the light opera at the 
Canidrome last week. As a mark of 
‘respect the opera “Carmen” was 
{postponed until after the funeral, 
The remains will be cremated and 
jsent to Mescow. 
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
